A motion in the names of Henderson 
and Adamson, leaders of the Labor 
party, and Herbert H. Asquith and Sir 
Donald Maclean, leaders of the Liber- 
als, called for the inquiry, and this was 
supported by Lord Robert Cecil and | 
his band of younger Conservatives. 

Greenwood Admits Reprisals. 
A-remarkable-feature of the debate 
was a defense of the police and goi- 
diers by Sir Hamar Greenwood which 
was coupied with a frank admission 
that there had been reprisals, which 
he deplored as ruinous to discipline.

He then drew a touching picture of 
the sufferings of the police at thee 
hands of the Irish murder gang who 
assassinate from behind hedges, using 
exploding bullets.” He declared that 
in several instances men who saw the 
mutilated bodies of their comrades saw 
red and committed acts which wer 
“deplorable but understandable.” 

Says End Is in Sight. 

Regarding the Balbriggan violence. 
the Irish secretary said there was no 
doubt that reprisals occurred, but de- 
clared it would be impossible to dis- 
cover who of the 150 men engaged were | 
guilty of arson and murder. The whole . 
tenor of his speech was toward con- 
donation of the reprisals and he gave 
not the slightest evidence of any ote 
to end them. ang 

“We are breaking Irish terror,” te 
said. “It is being broken by the forces | 
of the crown which are being con- 
demned here today. 

“I foresée at no distant date the end —

‘republican army’ which has mem- 
bers fn every village. 

“We are breaking the boycott on 
the police and we are breaking the re- 
fusal to carry troops or police on the 
rajjroads.

to carry any one we please.” 

Sir Hamar then took up the incidents 
at Tubbercurry, Ennistymon, Balbrig- 
gan, and other cities serially, justifying 
each one while deploring them as 
breaches of discipline.

The figures on withdrawal show 
that from three to four times more 
‘liquor than is required to meet the 
demands of nonbeverage purposes is 
flowing out of the bonded warehouses.
